EXTENSION  FORESTERS? 

Extension  Service  foresters  provide  sound  infor- 
mation, backed  by  basic  and  applied  research  In 
natural  resource  management  and  use.  Given 
this  information,  Americans  can  manage  their 
field  and  forest  resources  to  better  serve  the 
nation's  needs  for  now  and  the  future. 

There  is  a  county  agricultural  agent  in  your 
local  Extension  office  who  can  help  you  with 
your  forestry  problems.  For  factual  information, 
he  can  draw  upon  the  experience  and  training 
of  the  more  than  250  Extension  foresters 
throughout  the  U.S.  Most  of  these  professional 
foresters  have  Master's  degrees;  many  have 
doctorates. 

Your  county  agent  and  Extension  foresters 
are  members  of  the  Cooperative  Extension  Serv- 
ice teams  at  the  state  land-grant  universities. 
They  are  backstopped  by  more  than  20,000  uni- 
versity teachers  and  research  workers  in  Natural 
Resources  and  Agriculture.  They  also  have  quick 
access  to  other  university  experts  in  business 
management,  economics,  sociology,  home  eco- 
nomics, engineering,  education  and  other  disci- 
plines. 

The  Cooperative  Extension  Service  is  a  three- 
way  partnership  between  your  county,  your  land- 
grant  university  and  your  U.S.  Department  of 
Agriculture.  It  is  dedicated  to  the  principle  that 
well-informed  people  can  make  their  own  deci- 
sions and  make  them  well.  More  than  3,000 
Extension  offices  throughout  the  nation  make  up 
a  vast  facility  for  extending  knowledge  to  all 
Americans.
